The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art does not teach that, wherein the current-determining circuit comprises a 
first current sensing circuit for sensing the current In a first position between the rail and 
the output node and a second current sensing circuit for sensing the current In a second 
position between the output node and ground in combination with all limitations recited 
in independent claim 1 . 

Prior art does not teach that, first current sensing circuit for sensing the current in 
a first position between the rail and the output node and a second current sensing circuit 
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for sensing the current in a second position between the output node and ground, 
wherein the first current sensing circuit is not connected to the control terminal in 
combination with all limitations recited in independent claim 4. 

Prior art does not teach that, the act of: a sensing a first current in the converter 
in a first position between the rail line and the output node and providing a first output 
signal by a current sensor which is connected to one of the switching terminals and is 
not connected to the control terminal; sensing a second current in the converter in a 
second position between the output node and ground and providing a second output 
signal; adding the first output signal and the second output signal so as to provide a 
third output signal representative of the converter current in combination with all 
limitations recited in independent claim 6. 

The remaining dependent claims 2-3, 5, 7, 9-15 are allowable for at least above 
reason.

None of record prior arts stands alone or combination with the others 
discloses all limitations required in claim invention.
